Nature's Uigliway— Mau's loaciiou. 

Not loDg ago tho late Governor fitly 
remarked that Natare bad doae every- 
tbiog for British Golambia. In bo far 

as ihe means of iutercommunicQlion 
^vith the outside world is poncerned this 
is still literally true. Natiiru has pro- 
Tided »' maguificout highway ; but, as 
yet wo havo placed no " roiling stock 
upon it;] wo have acted almost aa if 
nataro wero expected to slock the high- 
way as well as make it. Not ovon a 
m'ule-'oart have tho pooplo of this Col- 
ooy placed upou tho ouly inturuatiorml 
higliway they possess. Up to tho pro* 
B^nt njomont wo havo beeu contout to 
r% ...bpoa onr neighbors for a ride; 
aad' they have picked ug up, saaictiineis 
npon B butcher's cart, sometimes upon 
AQ'.'old, rickerty bread-cart, or even 
upon Paddy's carriago (a wlieolburrow), 
aod'have'carried ns whitbor they list- 
ed^and-not infreqaeotly whether wo 
■Would not. J/or all this, of course, wo 
elicald ''lest and be tfaaokfulj" no, not 
rest, but only be tbankfal. But serious. 
Ij, ibis' scarcely creditable to this GoU 
ony tliat in the, soy, fifteenth year ol 
it^.,hlBt'ory it shoald still be dependent, 
e'ij.lfSjy dependent upon a foreign neigh- 
bor fof the transmission of its mails, 
people- and fts mercbaDdise. .Not only 
is. this. condition of things disoreditablu, 
bnt^'^'wliB^ is, perhaps, of greattr conse- 
quence, it is incompatible with pro.-per- 
ity, nbsolatcly and utterly ruinous. 
UnsBtislactory as havo been tho moans 
ol conimUDicaiion boiweeii ibis C(/|ony 
and San rrauoi.-co in tho past, it ha^ 
becomo infinitely wor.se of late. The 
eystem' of ''wiring" and "sealing," 
noWbeing tigidly enforced hy Ibo Cus- 
toms nuthoriiies of the Uuiiod S'.ures, 
fans ao inteoBifioil tho ofil, cxeris mcb a 
ruinv'tis itiflai nco upon the best iuter- 
estfi of this Colony, that longer forboar- 
BDCe not OQly ceases to be a virtue, but 
becoim's absoluto sin. Ii is already 
tolerably well understood that, owing 
to ibeCunionis regulations to which wo 
baTe alluded, those rnunieg steamers 
betveeii San Francisco or Portland 
audberofiod it decidedly to tbdr in- 
te^itit to call at the varioos ports oo 
Paget Sound before toacbiog at this 
pojc^t/,^bB resnit ot this is that the mailf, 
pA»e'DgerB and' freight destined for this 
Colpny are taken several bacdreds of 
miles out of their way, pass, in fact, 
right under our nose to return by way 
of Puget Sound in the course of four 
or five days, tbuB njakiug the presage 
from Portland to Victoria almost equal 
to' a journey acrose the continent ! 
TBkei'i*'T example, the cate ot the 
tteB'mer Gussio ToUair : ^hc passed this 
place on Monday mcrning, went ilu; 
rouada of Pugol Sound willi oiir mails, 
pasFengers and freight, and ouly arrived 
bore on 'Xhursday evening, mukii.g ilie 
pBseage' from Portland occupy six days 1 
liow, il is Derfeclly clear that the in 
terefta of British Columbia mnnt sufler 
■0 aerioosly from such a conditii'.i of 
affairs that wo cannot, in luct, alFurd 
to permit a continuance of this state ol 
tbingjB.-,V^6 cannot attach the slight- 
eet blame tio the gentlemen contro'llDg 
these steamers. ' They are in all this 
merely obeying the " eleventh cora.< 
mandmont," a commandment which 
mauy Dow^a-days put Jirst. Indued, if 
they were the moat onHelfiah oieutures 
in t]i9|.)»qrld (which we fear they are not) 
they coald scarcely act dilfoiently, so 
long as this mosl obstructive and vexa» 
tioDs wiring and scaling system is en- 
forced.

woold'bo felf-Bupponi-ig^ at least for 
■ome time to c ino ; maiough wo foul 
convinced that wiMi such pri fi rui.iiiil 
patronage on ih« [mrt ot thenoiumcniul 
and traveling tominuDily an it would 
not be npieiksonablo to ezieet a modor- 
aie 8ob8><ly ongh' >o enabit) ' it to run"; 
and to'idopt a lanfffor frei(;hi and i-ns- 
tjage^ti' some de/Vtec confonnatil" to tti'i 
interests of the Col ny. Wo mi.y bo 
told 'that p eferential patr( nago from 
ti o commercial peojde is not lo be de- 
pended upon. History would, indeed, 
appear-to jnsiify the remark'; and 'yet 
it In d fflcu 110 und< rsiiini) how enrntni r- 
Cial iiit-n could be so hliiid lo iiicu' own 
inicrcht, lo suy nutlnng ot ilio Imgcr 
Colonial view, us to rl'lu^e iireierenual 
pairoDjigo as a noci-ssury ineaus lo- 
wards^BoiiVAry important-au end." 'Uut, 
we are by nu means wedded to this, or, 
lodtL'd, any oiln r particular ii.i <iu of 
keeping u sioanier Oii tho ruuto Tiiero 
ere ifauce wbo tliiok that it would cou- 
dnoa more to the iuteieai of ibe colony 



if wo bad^ae tea^men-BO liberal|nintM(idiz« 
ed by GpVeraineiit its to leave-coinmer- 

ci|i,l people free to support opposition, 
qiiij thdfeby keep rates of freight and 
passage so low as to greatly benefit the 
Colony iudireotly. We are by no means 
prepared to differ with this view. Doubt- 
less one result certain to folloir the 
placin^r a steacoer on the route hex 
tweon San Francisco and this port in 
tho imiDodiute interest of tho Colooy 
would bo to superinduce an opposition, 
and liiut of thu most spirited aud do- 
tormiQed character ; but that is a oou- 
eequence we are not. by any means 
disposed to regard With alarm or dia- 
fuvor. It is now more than two years 
sinco copioH of corrospoadetice between 
tli'j local Govoriimeiit and the Colonial 
OUiro Were placud boforo the LoylslaliTo 
Council, showiug tho Imperial Govern' 
meni hold itself prepared to pay one 
half of any subsidy necessary to seenre 
to this Colony an efficient mail service 
^V hatover change the Colonial policy of 
!.lio» Empire may have undergone sinco 
that time it is tu ba presumed the Colo- 
:iial Odico would not bo altogether dis- 
posed to break faith with os in this 
matter. Tf that promise oould still bo 
iniide availahlo we should certainly ex- 
pe'iuiico no dilliculty iu establishing au 
ellicient means of communication. What- 
ever difl'orence ot opinion may exist re- 
s'pectiug the best means of attaining the 
desired eud, there caa be ' none as to 
the necessity for immediate and effective 
action.

There is now one 
telegraph ofEoe to every 13 000 of popula- 
lijD, whiLi tho Government will have one lor 
every 60UO people. Latter boxes and pillar 
bsxas v^ill also be placed in convenient lo- 
cations. The lariQ is lo be one shd io^ to 
any part of the kingdom for twenty words. 
I'he iimooriti paid to tbe companies is over 
328 500,000, but tbe increased facilities wi 11 
bring the whole cost up lo 533,500,000, 
which is expected to yield p revenue ol 
■$3oOU,000 annua ly, with an o.\pendllure of 
$2,000,000,— leaving a net profit ol 131,500,- 
000 which will pay the interest on tbe pur- 
chase money.
